Imports under Open General Licence graphs shall be added: — 

Condition No, 36. 

"(viil(a) Publisher! and booksellers shall at the limo of clea¬ 
rance of the goods produce to the Customs authorities 
tho original or a photocopy thereof (currently valid) 
of their registration under the Shops and Establish¬ 
ments Act, or evidence of membership of one cf the 
professional associations of publishers/bookscllers. 
A certificate from Chartered/Cost Accountant or Com¬ 
pany Secretary who is not a partner, a director or an 
employoe of the firm or its associates, indicating the 
annual sales turnover of books shall also be required 
to bo produced. 

(b) Educational and research institutions, institutes of 
higher learning and public libraries shall produce to the 
Customs authorities at the time of clearance, evidence 
of their recognition by Central or State Government 
or University, as the case may be, and a declaration 
to the effect that the books imported are for their own 
use. Privately funded research institutions which do 
not have formal recognition either by Central or State 
Government shall be required to produce evidence of 
having received Government grant for conducting 
studics/rcsoarch projects undertaken by them, 

(c) Professionals shall produce to the Customs autho¬ 
rities at tho time cf clearance evidence of their ffltm- 
borship of the relevant professional body/associaticn. 
They shall also be required to furnish a statement of 
imports made during the year and a declaration that 
tho total imports do not exceed the valuo of Rs. 10,000 
during the licensing year. 

(viii) Bcoks should be imported only from publishers 
or their accedited distributors for India and this should 
be certified on the invoice,” 


3, Import of educational, scientific and technical books by importers other than the eligible categories mentioned in this Public 
Notice shall not be permitted except to the extent of irrevocable letters of credit opened and established before the date of this Public 
Notice and for which shipments arc mado within a period of 90 (Ninety) days from the date of this Public Notice. 

4, The above amendments in the Import and Export Policy have been made in public interest.
